1.. The shipyard of SovrorTransport (Sovict-iimantan ansport Company) is on the 
Damube east of Galati near the old harbor, It covered an area of about 5001.00 
meters. (1) Part of the machtne-tools used in the shipyard cane fron Germany 
as dismantled coods. * railvay spur connected the shipyard with the Galati raile 
road station. Smabl lorries running on narrovwecauce tracks were used for £raffic 
within the shipyard. There are roads connecting the shipyard with the Galeti reil~ 
rood station and Strada Salupei. The shipyard had its ov stean power station, 
which produced enough current to Supply the adjacent district of the town in case 


of emergency. There were tro generators; one was in operation during the day, 
the other during the nicht.

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As of October 199 footweer md work dross was issued only to apprentices 
but no longer to workmen.

The Jovrom-Transport shipyard concentrated on the construction of new vebscls

for the Dmube., On 16 October 1919, the following vessels were under construc~ 
tion in the shinyard: seven tugs of the Noria type, five or six turs of a newer 


type, four or Live river tank barges of 2,000 tons and allegedly 30 fishing 
veysels. The loria-tyne tugs had a 600 HP enrine, a length of 30 meters, a 
bean of 7 noters, end a draught of 1.4/1.6 moters. “ork on these tugs was 
aterted in ‘ucust 199, and by 1C Cetober 1949 the Crisan was resacy to be 
leunched, anc it was planned to launch the next vessel in the spring, of 1950 
and to complete the remainder by autumn 1950, The newer type tugs under 
construction had a 00 I engine, a Llencth of 25 meters » a bean of 5 meters, 
and twin serews. Of this type of tug, the Horia and the Closea hed already 
been put into the service of the dovromTransport by 16 October. (3) Of the

Repelr ork on emube vessels was also carried out ab the shipyard, and on 
16 Cetober 1919, three tow barges were on the slip in the ol harbor. How 
ever, Rumanian ships frequently underwent repair in foreign shipyards. for 
example, the cOG-HP steam tur Astrakhan was repaired in Dudapest, and the 
tur Gernicoy was repaired in Korneuburg (P h9/s 30). the Sovrom-Transport 
Shipyard also produces ship propellers «nd mechanical replacement parts, As 
a result of the hich qota mé close supervision the preseribed output is 
reached, at cast as fer as quantity is concerned, Quality, however, is ine 
Zerlor beeause of hasty wort: anc the workmen's lack of interest due to lov 
Wares » 


The shipyard was surrounded by a concrete wall, The gate was cuarded by two 
coor=)eepers .
